Mayor Polimeni had Corporation Counsel Terence Robinson explain that this particular ordinance is about 

changing the method of mailing of required notices by the City from certified mail to regular mail.  

City Manager John D. Goodwin stated that many of the issues have been addressed by Code Enforcement or 

in process of being resolved.

A RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING ADDITIONAL SICK LEAVE FOR AN EMPLOYEE 

 

WHEREAS, sick leave is provided to employees to protect employees against financial hardship due 

to loss of wages during illness; and 

 

WHEREAS, as such, sick leave is considered to be an insurance against hardship rather than a benefit 

to which an employee is automatically entitled, and City employees shall accumulate sick leave at the rate of 

one (1) day for each full month of service; and 

 

WHEREAS, recently, an employee who has only been with the City for a brief period of time suffered 

a medical event that will cause the individual to miss more sick leave than the employee has accrued; and 

 

WHEREAS, in certain situations, documented by a physician's certification of medical disability, and 

after all sick leave credit, plus accrued compensatory time, personal leave and vacation leave have been used, 

an employee may receive additional sick leave at one-half (1/2) pay; and 

 

WHEREAS, the maximum duration of one-half (1/2) pay status shall not exceed three (3) months for 

employees with one (1) to five (5) years continuous service, nor exceed six (6) months one-half (1/2) pay status 

for any employee deemed eligible who has five (5) years or more continuous service; and  

 

WHEREAS, this is subject, however, to the recommendation of the Department Head and City 

Manager, and approval of the City Council; and 

 

WHEREAS, considering the unforeseen nature of these circumstances, both the Department Head and 

the City Manager recommend City Council approve additional sick leave for the employee; 

 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that City Council hereby approves additional sick leave 

at one-half pay for the appropriate duration for the City of Canandaigua employee in need.

Local Law #2019-001: 
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Councilmember-at-Large Terwilliger read the following local law and placed it on the table. 

 

A LOCAL LAW AUTHORIZING A PROPERTY TAX LEVY  

IN EXCESS OF THE LIMIT  

ESTABLISHED IN GENERAL MUNICIPAL LAW §3-C 

 

Section 1. Legislative Intent 

It is the intent of this local law to allow the City of Canandaigua to adopt a budget for the fiscal year 

commencing January 01, 2020 that requires a real property tax levy in excess of the “tax levy limit” as defined 

by General Municipal Law § 3-c. 

 

Section 2.  Authority  

This local law is adopted pursuant to subdivision 5 of General Municipal Law §3-c, which expressly authorizes 

a local government’s governing body to override the property tax cap for the next fiscal year by the adoption 

of a local law approved by a vote of sixty percent (60%) of said governing body.   

 

Section 3.  Tax Levy Limit Override  

The City Council of the City of Canandaigua, County of Ontario, is hereby authorized to adopt a budget for 

the fiscal year commencing January 01, 2020 that may require a real property tax levy in excess of the amount 

otherwise prescribed in General Municipal Law §3-c.  

 

Section 4.  Severability  

If a court determines that any clause, sentence, paragraph, subdivision, or part of this local law or the 

application thereof to any person, firm or corporation, or circumstance is invalid or unconstitutional, the court’s 

order or judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the remainder of this local law, but shall be confined 

in its operation to the clause, sentence, paragraph, subdivision, or part of this local law or in its application to 

the person, individual, firm or corporation or circumstance, directly involved in the controversy in which such 

judgment or order shall be rendered.  

 

Section 5.  Effective date 

This local law shall take effect immediately upon filing with the Secretary of State.
